^^f j trie highest privileges that make life worth living, because 
sotiety is based upon mutual intercourse, and intercourse is im- 
£.:; possible without the gift of conversation. Since then, however, the 
■"f world has made enormous strides, in social custom as w^ell as in 
science. In the days of Johnson or Coleridge, profound thought 
■and fluent address made one alxvays the centre of an admiring 
throng. But passing ages have seen a change. No longer is intelli- 
jfe;S^:gent conversation the key for admission into the best society. To 
*"^^8hine among the bright lights of the social world one need not be 
':C''^Sle,'to talk M'ell: in fact the art to-day is frowned upon as aome- 
thing unnecessarj' and quite out of keeping with the spirit of mod- 
em societj'. 

Intelligence loo is superfluous. Indeed unless one is possessec 
of a very keen sense of humour it is a positive hindrance, because 
«ny attempt to reconcile it \nth present day conversation results 
p^utter boredpm.^_People generally are so engrossed in their at- 
tempt to talk that they frequently lack time to say anything. "They 
falways talk who never think". 

How often are we so unfprtuna:te as to be throw into con 
tact with the young lady whose ambition it is. to become a master 
of conversation, whose tongue functions as though it were pivot- 
irf^t^the middle and loose at both ends, out of whose mouth gushr 
^^^■tream of words almost as rapid as it is meaningless]- The 
gr,^-J'^y °^ " sweet young thing says nothing, and fails 

:*P produce the effect she so earnestly desires. How often are we 
'j^^lifflicted by the company of the ponderous young . man, whose 
■!"- inind is as overburdened with learning as his speech is lacking in 
oric^ality, in whose conversation correctness and conventionality 
^A^left no room for thought! Those people who say nothing be 
'^^"^^'^^y i"uch are as uninteresting as those other 

J*J^ ' people who in general conversation say nothing because they have 
'-r^-' ■ nothing to say. In fact we sometimes prefer the latter ; they are less 
jitiresome.

- But talking is not always to converse." 
|j;'^There are two requisites to intelligent conversation. In the

^pfitoiia..si»puld be tightly closed. Society can be roughly divided in- 
*gthree classes according to the three types of conversation that

;j^|i»eople, including themselves. Slightly higher are those who talk 
' ll^ibout things, clothes, football games, dances, and such like. The 
; noblest type of conversation is conversation about ideals, and about 
,îhis type we must confess ourselves ignorant, because it is so scan- 
■ m this world. 

But granted that we have something to say, the next require- 
ment of conversation is the ability to say it, and on that score we 
have come to the conclusion from this effort that we have no right 
^£S ** offer any advice, so we will not.
